Jerome Choquette, Quebec's 
Minister of Justice, vigorously 
defended the government's actions 
in the recent FLQ Iddnapping cri- 
sis while spealdng yesterday to 
a capadfy^aiidience at Sir George 
WlUanS Uiiiverrity. 

The speech was the first event 
of a Gvil liberties Teach-in 
being held-this weeic and next by 
the Sir George William Arts 
Students' Association. Future 
spealcers will include- the Rev. 
Ralph Abemathy, Dick Gregory 
and Grace Maclimis. 

As the Justice Minister entered 
the packed Hall;: Auditorium j he 
was greeted by a' dibnis^r'lKx» 
and cries of "Death to Fascism!", 
led by scattered pockets of dis- 
sent in the audience. 

Unruffled by his tumultuous 
reception, the Justice Minister 
launched into a defense of the 
use of the War Measures Act 
and his department's actions 
during the Cross-Laporte kid- 
napping crisis.- The Act gives the 
Sûreté QuAec' iralice sweep- 
ing powen to detain persons 
without charge for 24 hours, to 
arrange ball at the discretion 
of the Attorney-General and to 
arrest and search without warrant. 



Bilingualism not a dirty word

But the atmosphere - in Que- 
bec has changed, according to 
Springate, He believes. ; '.'there 
lus beoi a change from' opti- 
mism to the uncertainty that 
existed before the vote". The 
uncertainty is entirely a result 
of English concern about Ineir 
future as a living cultural and 
ethnic, group, in the bee of the 
chiallenge posed by French ef-. 
forts to establish French as the 
working language of Quebec.

Working together 

During hisj^jpMcb, Springate 
noted that pelfSviehtly- hoped 
"that the wônl|^!bilingiàj^notâ 
become a dirty word in tliis prSv^ 
ince." He hoped that both the 
English and the French could 
work together and he once ex- 
pressed an inclination to allow 
the French their just due in lûving 
their own language as the, lan- 
guage of thër work. According, 
to Springate, "the good recom- 
mendations of the B & fi report, 
should not be forgotten, and the 
spirit of brotherhood of the B & 
B report should not be lost". 

However ^rinpte continued 
his speech by asking what quar- 
antees the English had in a prov- 
ince which seemed to be be- 
coming ever more unilingual. 
and pointed out that oiie million 
English live here. He concluded 
in an emotfonal^appeal to the 
hearts of the Canadian Gub and 
to the mind of the Premier: 
"Mr. Premier, wiU our ques- 
tions be answered? Mr. Premier, 
Wh^rç^do o;ie million people 
•St9qd?l', . , 



Mr. Choquette, in ai^siiorti?.^ 
speech, argued that the -suspài- 
sion of individual rights is jus-. 
tiOable when a .sode^Si^normal 
operations" are/'threatened.' He 
compared the crisis last fall to 
a "wartime" situation. In times 
of external and intemal crisis 
he said, "We must at least submit 
some individual rights to the 
general interest." 

"I do not believe", Mr. Cho- 
quette continued, "that any gov- 
ernment in the world would tuve 
been able to deal with the pro- 
blem in a more fair and restrain- 
ed manner.. We did not succumb 
to totalitarian methods." 

' He admitted that errors had 
been committed in the actual 
implementation of the Act. He 
went on to say however, that his 
department was reaid)jy|||g|^>. 
demnify or ^ve repaiâomvnwne 
this is warranted." He would not 
specify whether these repara- 
tions would take a monetary form 
for those who may have lost 
jobs after bdng falsely arrested 
under the Act. 

The Justice Minister was forc- 
ed to halt his talk many times as 
boos and hissing erupted from 
the audience. But not even cries 
of "fascist pig" affected his 
composure. 

In conclusion Mr. Choquette 
hoped that in the future ."any 
special powers ezortiitant of the 
usual powen and procedures 
of the criminal code and the Bill 
of Rights should be promulgated 
with the concurrence of the two 
levels of government," referring , 



to v< tbèl^4fedâàl')'gqî^ 
assumption of powers Uât super- 
seded those of the province. 

After the Justice 'Minister 
completed his speech, the floor 
was thrown open to questions. 
In many cases, the "questions" 
became violent refutations of 
Choquette and the government's 
polldes. When questions were

Zionist condemns JDL

Dr. Schlomo Avineri. a well- 
known Marxist and Zionist 
theorist, has condemned the 
recent harassment of Soviet offi- 
cials in New York by the Jewish 
Defense Leaguè . as . "counter- 
productive to their'aims." 

.In a speech delivered yesterdav 
to the McGill Student Zionist 
Organization. Dr. Avineri. chair- 
man of the Department of Politi- 
cal Science at the Hebrew Univer- 
sity in .'Jerusalem, expressed 
fears that these actions' might 
raise anti-Jewish sentiment in 
the U.S. "Moreover." he added, 
"they cannot but increase ten- 
sio'ns between the U.S. and 
Russia, while increasing the ami- 
semitism in Russia." 

Most of Dr. .Avineri's. speech 
was concerned with the intemal 
problems of the Arab states, 
which he claimed are the most 
important cause of the Middle 
East conflict. 

He, strongly criticized the 
Arab ;na(l9ns, (ox«, using eçteijj?!.. 



issues to cover for their intemal 
weaknesses, and noted that the 
Palestinian Arabs have not as yet 
put forward a self-critical ana- 
-^lysis which might lead to a re- 
constructionist policy. 

"There b no' attempt on their 
part -to form social kibbutzim or 
other self-improvement organi- 
zations." he pointed out. "The 
Arabs merely blame Israel for 
all their problems and put all 
their efforts into destroying her", 
he stated. 

Dr. Avineri compared Israel's 
quickly-established stable, eco- 
nomy with the serious economic 
depression in the Arab countries. 
In an hbtorical analysis of the 
situation, he postulated that a 
scorn and contempt for the 
merchant class in these countries 
has resulted in a crippling neglect, 
- of the economy. L. 

The tragic results 'of this 
neglect have become all too 
apparent in the present situation 
in the Middle East. Dr. Avineri

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Summer job prospects dim

A crids facing most students 
this summer - lilce any other 
summer - will be: where am I 
gdng to And a summer job? The 
economy is still looking for an 
upturn; unemployment is cru- 
cially high; recruitment is at 
the lowest trough in years; the 
government is searching for 
band-aid solutions - and you and 
I will suffer. 

Itae McGiU . Placement Service 
always attempted to do something 
for the McGiU student. Under- 
staffed, underfinanced, ^ven a 
lade of priority by the adminis- 
tration and counted upon too 
highly by students to ,find too 
many jobs with too little warning, 
the MPS tried, and in the long- 
run failed. Few. of the jobs were 
worthwhile: ' students were too 
choosy; the pay offered was 
lousy; and the result was unem- 
ployment. 

But with odds against it. the 
MPS succeeded at least in procur- 
hig jobs unattainable by other 
schools. - It had contacts - in the 
budness community that were 
closed to other placement ser- 
vices. Identified as McGill's 
private placement service, it 
was recognized and supported 



through job offers which other- 
wise it would not have obtained. 

Summer student unemploymént 
will woksen this sunmier. More' 
students are in the maricet; 
expenses for tuition across Can- 
ada will grow; the needs will 
heighten; and the McGiU student 
will be left out. 

Why? Canada Manpower! 

. Old contacts disappear 

After, some 20 years of oper- 
ations as a private placement 
service, McGiil has decided to 
hand over its service to the Fed- 
eral government- through Canada' 
Manpower. 

How will that affect you? 

Those contacts McGiU had for 
extra positions are being closed 
down as the present staff is 
beginning to ruefuUy find out 
Graduates are turned off by the 
idea of government intervention 
on our campus-even thou^ the 
administration has dedded that 
it does not have the money nec- 
essary to support its own place- 
ment service. There is.some feel- 
ing that the administration tailed 
to give proper priority to student 
employment by its dedsion-unlike 
the business' community or the 
government. The student job scene 



US takes $1.6 billion out of Canada 

EDMONTON (CUP) ) American corporations are 
talcing more tiian 1.6 billion a year out of Canada in prof- 
its, University of Toronto economist Abraham Rotstein 
says. . 

Rotstein says U.S. investment in our . country has 
now reached the stage where there is a financial drain' 
on Canada's economy. They are taldng more money out 
than they are putting in. 

Not only are the Americans taking all that profit out 
of the country, but they are also ^usingjîanadian money, 
from Canadian banks, to financé expanslon^of their cor- 
porations in this country. 

In 1969, Rotstein estimates about 60 per cent of the 
expansion of U.S^i companies in Canada was paid for ; 
through Canadian rnoney^^ll^: . ,. 

"In other words, we arf^finlndng our own take-over," 
he said. 

Rotstein says that Canada Is the only industrialized 
country in the non-communist world without a clear 
policy about foreign Investment. 

More than $40 billion In U.S. capital has been invested 
in our country to buy 90 per cent control over such in- 
dustries as automobiles, rubber, petroleum and oil. 

Since 1969, he said, about 1,000 Canadian corporations 
have been taken over by U.S. conglomerates which, within 
nine years, wiii control two-thirds of worid production 
of everything.

Hockey to Stay

Ihe McGill Hockey Redmen 
have a new lease on Ufe. This, is 
the major result of a persistent 
campaign by the McGill Martlet 
Sodety to 8alvage;yar8ity Athle- 
tics. At a^Messîiâ^ition yester- 
day in themSapnoiindings of 
the Uniyeni^aiibV MarUet 
Chairman "^Rôfir^KSnah also an- 
nounced the continuation on the 
"dub" level of dght other sports 
next year with the financial back- 
ing of contributing graduates. 

Thus the adnûnistration's "non 
support" of Inter-CoUe^te 
Sports has finally been overcome 
through the emergence of outside 
biterests io financially support 
the hockey team for one season 
in the newly .formed Q.I.A.A. (or 
in French A.S.U.Q.) league. The 
league will consist of representa- 
tives from a dozen Quebec uni- 
versities. Teams will also be 
provided in at least the following: 
swimming, waterpolo, squash, 
soccer, golf, tennis, rugger, 
gymnastics. For these sports the 
Martlets will pay the travel ex- 
penses and competition fees while 
the teams utiiiiEe existing fadli- 
ties and coaches from the intra- 
mural staff. 

There is a remote possibility, 
too, that basketball can be retain- 
ed for another year with new 
funds' raised in the conthiuing 
campaign. This would require,, 
however, nearly |5,000. 

The Martlets and Roy Heenan 
deserve, in any case, a generous 
round of applause for succeeding 
where many others failed and at 
a time when most of us had r^ 
linquished abnost aU hope.* They 
have insured the representation 
of McGill in Varsity Sports for at 
least one more year and possibly 
much longer, and have promoted 
McGiU's Athletics programme 
vodferously in the Montreal 
community. 

But they alone will not be able 
to maintân the. Ihter-Collegiate 
competttion at McGill, which is 
where the finandally-troubled 
administration enters the picture. 
Heenan realizes that without the 
University's cooperation it will 
be exceedingly difficult to achieve 
anything near a long-lasting res- 
toration of the Varsity program- 
me. Continuing hockey et al next 



yearji; b paît u^of^ establishing ta 
nioratoriimi''bn spoit;' with' finan- 
dal support' hopefully bdng 
obtained for 1972 and on from 
University sources. McGill, how- 
ever, is entangled in a six million' 
dollar debt and will be skeptical 
of restoring anything that loses 
money. ' Shidents* Sodety Presi- 
dent Button Archer has also stat- 
ed he could not prandse support 
unless his organization resolved 
its money problems. 

Therefore, the long-range pic- 
ture at this moment coidd not 
be termed rosy. What could 
change it gradually would be a 
winning hockey team, more fans 
more quickly and more often, 
and, of course, more Martlet 
money. In the end, though, it will 
all come down to the adndnistra- 
tion'spursMtrings. 

The only thing that can open 
those strings is the demonstra- 
tion that athletics at McGiU wiU 
pay for itself. If enough students 
show up at a dollar a head for 
next season's ten home games 
Inter-Collegiate AUiletics could 
presumably be in business for a 
longtimeatMcGlU.
